DAVID KIRTON 


A FORMER Conservative 
councillor has been jailed 
for eight years and banned 
from working with chil¬ 
dren for life after admit¬ 
ting sexually assaulting a 
girl of 13. 

David Kirton (55), of Long- 
banks, Harlow, became “infat¬ 
uated” with the teenager and 
committed three sexual 
offences against her during an 
eight-month period last year, 
Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told. 

Kirton, who won his seat in 
the Staple Tye ward at the local 
elections in May last year, sent 
text messages to the girl and 
spoke to her on the internet. 

One of the messages he sent 
read: “Babe, you’re a gorgeous

woman.” 

Prosecuting counsel Chris 
Paxton told the court the three 
offences with which Kirton had 
been charged were committed 
between February 1 and October 
6 last year. 

In February Kirton told the 
girl he loved her and it was not 
long before he committed the 
first sexual assault at his house 
while his partner was out. 

On another occasion the girl 
claimed to have been going out 
bowling but Kirton instead 
picked her up and returned to his 
house where he again sexually 
assaulted her. 

The court heard that Kirton’s 
partner had become suspicious 


after looking at text messages 
sent from his mobile phone, 
including one which read: “I 
cannot stop thinking about you.” 

She then contacted the girl’s 
parents. When questioned about 
what had been going on, the girl 
became “tearful and upset” and 
said they had not had sexual 
intercourse, Mr Paxton contin¬ 
ued. 

Police were then contacted a 
few days later and Kirton gave 
himself up to them. When he 
went to Harlow Police Station on 
October 12, he told officers: “I 
am disappointed in myself,” and 
“You know me, I am sorry.” 

Martyn Levett, representing 
Kirton, said in mitigation his 
client claimed that when the girl 
said she did not want him to 
carry out sexual acts, he 
stopped. 


He added that Kirton was 
sorry for what he had done and 
said: “She was an affectionate 
girl - she hugged and kissed the 
defendant - and he became 
infatuated with her.” 

He said pictures and messages 
were sent from the girl’s com¬ 
puter to Kirton and he had not 
bullied or threatened her into 
this particular activity. 

Jailing Kirton on Monday, 
Judge Rodger Hayward Smith 
said his name would be added to 
the register of sex offenders, he 
would be banned from working 
with children for life and would 
also be made the subject of a sex 
prevention order 

“You must have known this 
was wholly wrong,” said the 
judge. “Your offences are aggra¬ 
vated by the disparity in your 
ages.”

Drivers foil cash snatch raiders 
by blocking their getaway car 



DETECTIVES are praising the 
actions of motorists who thwarted 
two robbers as they attempted to 
make their getaway. 

The drama unfolded at Bush Fair 
Post Office shortly after midday on 


Monday when the thieves grabbed a 
cash container from a security 
guard. 

They then tried to flee the scene in a 
stolen Ford Escort but quick¬ 
thinking drivers blocked their 
route, forcing them to 
abandon the vehicle.

Two men from London, one 
aged 23 and the other 17, 
were subsequently arrested.

MP becomes 
Minister for 
Armed Forces 
in reshuffle 

HARLOW MP Bill Rammell 
has spoken of his delight at 
being handed a new post at the 
Ministry of Defence as part of 
Gordon Brown’s Cabinet 
reshuffle. 

Mr Rammell was given the 
role of Minister of State for the 
Armed Forces on Monday, just 
seven months after he was 
moved from the Department of 
Universities, Innovation and 
Skills to a ministerial post in 
the Foreign Office. 

His new remit will include 
defence policy and planning, 
military operations and respon¬ 
sibility for the readiness, train¬ 
ing, sustainability and per¬ 
formance of Britain’s Armed 
Forces. 

Despite his new responsibili¬ 
ties, Mr Rammell insisted his 
number one priority remained 
his Harlow constituents. 

“While my first priority 
remains working as an active 
constituency MP in Harlow, I 
am delighted to have been 
appointed Minister of State for 
the Armed Forces,” he said. 

“It is a huge challenge and 
involves overseeing the with¬ 
drawal of troops from Iraq, 
ensuring we succeed in 
Afghanistan and ensuring we 
are effective at nation-building 
as well as defending ourselves, 
all things I know are vitally 
important to my constituents. 

“Our armed forces are doing 
fantastic work in the most dif¬ 
ficult of circumstances. And as 
the Armed Forces Minister I 
will be doing all that I can to 
support them and their families 
in these endeavours.”

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Prosecution threat to 
store over knife sale 


A HOME furnishings and gar¬ 
den store has been warned it 
could be prosecuted after selling 
a knife to a person under the 
age of 18.

Drug accused 
faces retrial 
afterjurors 
fail to agree 

A WOMAN who blamed 
her boyfriend for drugs 
found at the flat they shared 
faces a retrial after jurors 
failed to reach a verdict. 
Chelmsford Crown Court 
was told police found 1.8 
kilos of cannabis and other 
drugs paraphernalia when 
they raided the flat Natasha 
James lived in with her 
boyfriend, Michael Steele. 
James, of Parish Way, 
Harlow, pleaded not guilty 
to possessing cannabis with 
intent to supply. 

Giving evidence, she said 
she had gone out shopping 
and that none of the items 
were in the flat when she 
left. 

When interviewed by police 
after being arrested, she said 
Steele must have taken the 
items to the flat after she 
had gone out. 

Steele has since been dealt 
with but jurors failed to 
reach a verdict regarding 
James. 

A retrial is now scheduled 
to take place on September 
7. James was granted 
unconditional bail.

purchasing exercises to see if they had 
tightened up their procedures.

Stores had previously been warned 
that children would be taking part in mys¬ 
tery shopper-style visits to make sure staff 
were following regulations regarding the 
sale of knives. 

Peter Stratton, operation manager for 
Essex County Council’s trading standards 


unit, said he was disappointed with the 
result. 

“The sale of knives to children is some¬ 
thing that can affect the whole communi¬ 
ty and the consequences can be devastat¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“Quite simply, we will not tolerate 
underage knife sales and the punishment 
will be severe for anybody caught doing 
so. 

“We have done everything in our power 
to support and advise businesses to help 
them prevent making underage knife 
sales. It is about time they started taking 
this issue as seriously as we do.” 


Police inspector Kevin Whipps added: 
“We work with retailers and all their 
cashiers to ask for identification from 
anyone who appears to be under the age 
of 18. 

“We regularly check that they are main¬ 
taining these checks and taking action 
when these are lapsed. 

“We are pleased that Essex does not 
have a knife crime problem but we are not 
complacent and will do everything we can 
to make sure it stays that way.” 

A spokeswoman for The Range said the 
company was unable to comment because 
the investigation was ongoing. 



Sniffer dogs join pub and club patrols 


FOUR people were arrested 
when police officers with sniffer 
dogs joined council teams to 
tackle drug abuse among late- 
night revellers. 

The dogs were taken to 10 pubs 
and clubs in Harlow on Friday 
night. 

The four arrests were for drug- 
related offences. Various items 
associated with drug abuse 


were also found. 

The operation was funded by 
the Safer Harlow Partnership. 
Inspector Tom Mitchell 
thanked the management and 
staff of the clubs and pubs for 
allowing the dogs onto their 
premises. 

“This is just one of a number of 
initiatives being introduced 
during the next few months to 


help support the night-time 
economy and ensure Harlow 
remains a safe place to 
socialise,” he said 
Nick Churchill, chairman of 
Harlow Council’s licensing 
committee, added: “This is a 
regular exercise we carry out 
with the co-operation of local 
premises, which helps cut down 
drug misuse in the town. 


“It will send out a warning to 
all those who are thinking 
about bringing drugs with them 
on a night out in Harlow.” 


College and 
union agree 
settlement 
in jobs row 

A GROUP of lecturers who 
launched a legal battle against 
Harlow College after they lost 
their jobs during an overhaul of 
the teaching structure have 
settled their dispute. 

The action had been 
spearheaded by two lecturers, 
James Meadows and Paul 
Hughes, who challenged the 
way dismissal procedures were 
handled following industrial 
action in 2007. 

They were seeking various 
claims for compensation for 
themselves and others at an 
employment tribunal in London. 
But a resumption of the hearing 
was cancelled after an 
agreement was reached through 
the conciliatory service AC AS. 
A joint statement released by 
the college and the University 
and College Union said a 
settlement had been reached “in 
the best interests of the college 
and of its staff and students.” 

It went on: “The college regrets 
restructuring resulted in the loss 
of valuable staff in significantly 
greater numbers that would 
have been or was intended.” 
Upwards of 79 jobs were lost 
either through redundancy or 
because lecturers were 
unwilling to be a part of 
principal Colin Hindmarch's 
teaching and learning strategy, 
which provoked rallies and five 
days of strike action by the 
University and College Union. 
Mr Meadows had earlier told 
the tribunal panel he had been 
devastated when told he was 
losing his job 

“The news appalled me,” he 
said. “It was difficult going 
back into the classroom and 
later I broke down at home.” 

He claimed he had been 
targeted because of his trade 
union activity. 

As part of the agreement, 
discussions with recognised 
unions will take place to 
establish provisions for 
any future similar change.

MP voices concern for 
distribution firm jobs 


THE plight of a newspaper and 
magazine distribution firm 
where more than 100 jobs are 
at risk was put under the spot¬ 
light during a visit by Harlow 
MP Bill Rammell on Friday. 

Dawson News, in Roydon 
Road, has lost a series con¬ 
tracts to distribute newspapers 
and magazines due to changes 
within the industry. 

Mr Rammell is one of 
dozens of MPs who are now 
putting pressure on the Office 
of Fair Trading to investigate 
the situation as a matter of 
urgency. 

“I am extremely concerned 
about any decision which 
threatens jobs in Harlow and I 


will continue to press until the 
Government and OFT respond 
to my concerns,” said Mr 
Rammell. 

“My visit on Friday just 
clarified what a valuable facil¬ 
ity they run in Harlow and I am 
fighting to protect this.” 

Chief executive Peter Harris, 
said: “It is increasingly clear 
that the current situation not 
only puts Dawson jobs at risk, 
but also threatens the future of 
independent newsagents. 

“I would like to reassure 
everyone that we are doing all 
that we can to safeguard the 
livelihood of all of our employ¬ 
ees in Harlow and across the 
rest of the UK”

Hunt continues for 
elusive peacock on 
a break from school 

A PEACOCK has spent days roaming free in 
Harlow after it was thought to have been 
chased from its pen. 

Staff from Passmores School have been 
involved in a rescue mission following the 
disappearance of George, who has lived in the 
grounds of the Tending Road campus for four 
years. 

He was spotted in the gardens of houses in 
Finchmoor last Wednesday and Thursday but 
is still on the loose. 

Passmores headteacher Vic Goddard said: 
“The kids love him and so do the staff so we 
want him back, but every time we get a call to 
say he has been spotted he has already moved 
or goes up a tree and can’t be reached. 

“We think he was chased away by students 
from another school and we have it on camera 
but we can’t prove anything. It’s a shame a 
part of the school’s heritage has gone but we 
are confident he will return.” 

The school has kept peacocks, which have a 
staple diet of grubs and seeds, for the past 20 
years. Caretakers have tried to catch it by 
throwing a blanket over its head but to no 
avail. 

Mr Goddard added: “The caretakers are on 
alert and I’m sure they will catch him but he 
is extremely nimble. We don’t want to hurt 
him so we will take our time.” 

High Court rejects 
garage flats appeal 

A PROTRACTED fight to convert two 
garages at a Grade II listed country house in 
Gilston into apartments has ended in defeat 
at the High Court. 

City & Country Residential Ltd had hoped to 
secure planning permission for the scheme at 
Gilston Park House, which has already been 
converted into 14 flats, three years after the 
plans were originally rejected by East Herts 
District Council. 

An appeal against the council’s decision was 
turned down by a Government planning 
inspector, but that decision was quashed by 
the High Court on the grounds that the 
inspector’s reasoning was unclear. 

The case was then sent back to be 
reconsidered by a different inspector in June 
last year, but the appeal was rejected for a 
second time. However, City & 

Country argued the inspector failed to provide 
reasons for rejecting the possibility that land 
usage could be controlled by planning 
conditions. 

On Monday the High Court ruled against the 
company. Judge Ian Dove said: “I have no 
doubt the claimant was bitterly disappointed 
by the decision which was reached but, 
having considered carefully the grounds 
which have been raised, I can discern no error 
of law in the inspector's decision and thus this 
claim must fail.”

WHO KILLED KERRY? 


Teenagers accused 
on flat are cleared 


THE six-week trial of two 
teenagers accused of mur¬ 
dering a young woman in an 
arson attack on a block of 
flats collapsed on Friday 
when the prosecution decid¬ 
ed to drop the case against 
them. 

The hearing at Chelmsford 
Crown Court came to a sudden 
end following the evidence of a 
key prosecution witness.

The 15-year-old girl - who was 11 
at the time of the fire on May 4, 2005 
- only told police two years later 
about her recollections of the event. 

But under questioning in court last 
week she admitted she could not 
recall what had taken place on the 
night of the blaze. 

Her statement appeared to be the 
final straw for the prosecution, which 


had already had to contend with com¬ 
plex evidence casting doubt on the 
guilt of the accused. 

As a result, Carl Manton (18), of 
Long Banks, Harlow, and a 17-year- 
old youth who cannot be named for 
legal reasons walked free from court 
after the proceedings were halted. 

It is estimated the court case cost in 
the region of £2m. 

During the course of the trial it had 
been alleged the two teenagers - who 
were aged 13 and 14 at the time - had 
deliberately started a fire in a flat at 


Sherwood House, Bush Fair. 

Living in the flat above were Kerry 
Youngs (24) and her boyfriend Kevin 
Chappie (now 32). The couple were 
pulled unconscious from the building 
by firefighters but Miss Youngs died 
in hospital two days later while Mr 
Chappie was left with irreversible 
brain damage and needs round-the- 
clock care. 

The defendants both denied 
charges of murder, manslaughter, 
grievous bodily harm and arson with 
intent to endanger life and being reck-

THE mother of the young 
man left permananetly 
disabled in the arson attack 
which killed his girlfriend 
has told the Star she has 
almost given up on the 
culprits ever being brought 
to justice. 

Marian Chappie was 
speaking following the 
collapse of the trial of the 
two teenagers accused of 
murdering Kerry Youngs 
and causing grievous bodily 
harm to her son, Kevin. 

“I don’t know if we will ever 
get to the truth,” Mrs 
Chappie said on Monday. 
“In a fire a lot of evidence 
gets lost and the longer it 
goes on the harder it is to 
piece together. We live in 
hope but I think it is going 
to be difficult.” 

Kevin, who is now 32, was at 
the hearing on Friday and 
broke down after the case 
collapsed. 

He was with Kerry on the 
night the flat below them 
was firebombed, causing 
toxic smoke to fill their 
apartment. 

They were pulled

unconscious from the 
building by fire crews but 
Kerry died two days later 
and Kevin was left with 
irreversible brain damage. 
During the trial the 
prosecution claimed that the 
fire had been started 
deliberately as part of a 
campaign of bullying against 
the flat’s occupant, Darren 
Satchwell. 

Mrs Chappie said the police 
had “tried their best” and 
did not fault the 
investigation but said it was 
difficult for officers because 
so many lies had been told. 
“We knew all along this was 
going to be dicey because 
some of the witness 
statements were very poor. 
There’s so much involved 


and people are scared. So 
many lies have been told and 
the police have had to follow 
so many false leads but they 
have done everything they 
can. 

“I think the police behaved 
admirably, our barrister was 
brilliant and the judge was 
extremely fair. There are so 
many lies and so much 
skullduggery and evil that 
has gone on around that 
area. 

“I have to hope God will do 
whatever He can and I hope 
they will be caught, but the 
punishment will never be 
enough.” 

She added: “Kevin 
remembers everything that 
happened to Kerry that 
night and he has had to live 


with that and the terror of 
that night inside his head for 
the past four years. It’s 
horrendous what he has had 
to live with. 

“It has been a nightmare for 
all involved and the 
suffering caused because of 
this is impossible to 
describe. No words can do 
justice to how we and 
Kerry’s family feel. Evil 
tends to surround good and 
our children were good 
children. They were 
hardworking and honest 
people and this should have 
never happened to them.” 

It is understood police were 
due to visit Mrs Chappie 
and her family on Tuesday 
to go over the turn of events 
and discuss the way forward.

As the five defendants were freed, a 
relative of Miss Youngs sitting in the 
public gallery pointed at the two boys 
and shouted: “I’ll see you again”. 


Prosecution 
evidence 
'evaporated' 
says judge 

THE trial judge, in his final 
statement, said the evidence 
against the defendants evaporated 
when it was presented to the court. 
Mr Justice Ian Burnett said the fire 
had been started deliberately and 
added: “Throughout this trial the 
families of both victims have paid 
close attention to the proceedings. 
“They no doubt hoped that the trial 
would deliver an answer to the 
question of who was responsible 
for the fire after four years of 
uncertainty, but it has not done so. 
That inevitably compounds their 
suffering. 

“The CCTV footage shows at least 
four people and probably six who 
are likely to have been involved in 
the fire leaving the scene hurriedly. 
None has been identified but they 
could not be the 17 year-old or 
Carl Manton. 

“There are many people in Bush 
Fair and its surrounding area who 
must know what happened that 
night. It is deeply disturbing that 
they have not come forward to 
provide information which 
identifies the culprits. 

“I have no doubt everyone in this 
court feels a deep sense of 
sympathy for Kevin Chappie and 
both families whose tragedy has 
been at the heart of the 
proceedings.” 


Police chief: We will bring 
those responsible to justice 


THE detective investigating the 
arson attack at Sherwood House 
has spoken of his determination 
to bring those responsible for the 
blaze to justice. 

Detective Superintendent Tim 
Wills made his pledge following 
the dramatic turn of events at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Friday. 

“This has been a long and 
complex investigation,” he said. 
“Essex Police and the Crown 
Prosecution Service recognised 
from the outset that it was to be a 
challenging prosecution. 

However, we believed and still 
believe that it was right for the 
evidence to be tested before a 
jury. 

“The jury has heard evidence for 
five weeks. Some key evidence 
failed the test. 

“Throughout the trial the CPS 
and the police have been 
continually keeping the situation 
under review and agreed that the 
case should now end. 

“We will continue to review the 
evidence and consider carefully 
the comments of the trial judge 
before deciding on the way 
forward. It remains our aim to 
establish the truth and bring 
those responsible for this 
devastating incident to justice.” 
He added: ”Our thoughts are 
very much with the victims and 
their families whom we will 
continue to support through this 
ongoing investigation.” 

The decision to drop the case was 
explained later in an official 
statement from the Crown 
Prosecution Service, which stated 
it had conceded there was no 
longer a realistic prospect of a 
conviction. 

A CPS spokesman added: “It is 
very rare for this to occur but 
sometimes circumstances change, 
especially when the alleged 
offence took place four years ago.

“Over the course of the 
prosecution case, witnesses 
evidence has become distorted or 
their recollection has faltered. 
“Our sympathies are with the 


family of Kerry Youngs and, 
especially her partner Kevin 
Chappie, who has suffered 
permanent brain damage as a 
result of this incident.” 


Defendant calls for a review of files 


ONE of the teenagers accused of starting the blaze 
has called for an independent review of the police 
investigation. 

A statement released on behalf of Carl Manton 
after he walked free said: “He is, and always has 
been, innocent of the offences with which he was 
charged. The police investigation in this case fell far 
below what we should expect from our police serv¬ 
ice. 

“Mistakes made at the outset had a major effect 
upon the direction of the investigation. Indeed, those 
mistakes were repeated when the details of the case 


were released on the BBC’s Crimewatch television 
programme. 

“Wholly wrong explanations of the features of the 
e-fits of the perpetrators were broadcast nationally in 
2005. 

“Due to the wrong direction the police were tak¬ 
ing, evidence they had uncovered and which was 
contained in the files, which may have led them to 
the real offenders, was either ignored or played 
down. Evidence that may have put the police on the 
right track was misinterpreted or not followed 
through.” 


The statement said it was “impossible” for Mr 
Manton to have been the culprit and said he had been 
put through an unnecessary ordeal which resulted in 
the real offenders remaining free and the victims and 
their families not getting the justice they deserve. 

It concluded: “Mr Manton hopes that a review of 
the police files is undertaken by an outside police 
force and that the real offenders are eventually 
brought to justice. 

“He is now looking forward to spending time with 
family and friends following the 10 months he has 
spent in custody on remand.” 


Cannabis baron told 
to pay up or spend 
more time in prison 

A MAN who ran two large-scale cannabis 
factories in Harlow and Bishop’s Stortford has 
been ordered to pay more than £175,000 
following a hearing under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

Simon Hang (34), formally of Simplicity Lane, 
Harlow, is currently serving a five-year prison 
sentence after being found guilty of the 
production of cannabis and of abstracting 
electricity in 2007. 

On Friday he was told that if he failed to pay 
the sum he would serve an additional two-and- 
a-half years behind bars and still be required to 
repay the money with interest added on. 

St Albans Crown Court was told Hang’s 
cannabis factory was discovered in 2006 after 
police became suspicious of activity at a 
property in Bishop’s Stortford. Officers found 
more than 500 cannabis plants estimated to be 
worth £10,000. 

Investigations revealed Hang was linked to the 
property and he was arrested. Further inquiries 
linked him to another property in Silvesters, 
Harlow, where cannabis plants with an 
estimated value of £50,000 were found. 

A financial investigation was launched and 
Hang was found to have benefited by more 
than £1.2m from his drug and other criminal 
activities. 

The outstanding amount of over £lm will 
remain on file and can be recovered should 
Hang obtain property in the future. 

Jailed burglar admits 
a further 58 offences 

A BURGLAR owned up to a further 58 
offences after being jailed for three years. 

Ian Scott (22), of Canons Brook, Harlow, 
wanted to clear up matters before being 
released from prison, Chelmsford Crown Court 
was told on Friday. 

Recorder Martyn Levett QC said it was likely 
the judge at Scott’s original trial would have 
imposed a sentence of four-and-a-half years if 
he had known about all the offences. 

But he said he would only impose an extra nine 
months which would result in the defendant 
being released slightly later than the original 
sentence. 

Scott admitted two charges of burglary and 
asked for 56 similar offences to be taken into 
consideration. 

Mark Lakin, prosecuting, said Scott approached 
officers after being jailed for three years for 
five burglaries and showed them the locations 
of his other offences.. 

Cyrus Shrov, representing Scott, said in 
mitigation: “But for his admissions and taking 
the police to the premises, they would have 
remained undetected crimes.”

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Benefits cheat 
'did not know 
wife worked 
at care home' 

A BENEFITS cheat who 
falsely claimed £18,000 has 
been given a suspended prison 
sentence. 

Stephen Pavitt (53), of 
Hookfield, Harlow, had 
claimed he did not know his 
wife was working but a court 
heard he used to drop her off 
at work dressed in her 
uniform. 

John Caudle, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
behalf of the Department of 
Works and Pensions, said 
Pavitt claimed income support 
in February 2000 and also 
received housing and council 
tax benefit. But when his wife 
later got a job he failed to 
disclose it and carried on 
receiving support for 117 
weeks. 

Mr Caudle said Pavitt’s wife, 
who left him in May 2007, 
worked from February 2005 at 
an Essex County Council care 
home, a job for which she had 
to wear a blue uniform. 
Sometimes he would take her 
to work and pick her up. 

“In interview Pavitt said he 
had no idea she had been 
working and denied seeing her 
in uniform,” said Mr Caudle. 
Stephen Rose, representing 
Pavitt, said in mitigation that 
when he first made his claim 
for support it was legitimate. 

He was still receiving income 
support because he remained 
substantially impaired by a 
disability. 

“This was not a case which 
resulted in a lavish lifestyle 
but at the time the marriage 
was under considerable strain,” 
said Mr Rose. 

He said that Pavitt was now 
paying back the vast majority 
of the overpayment. 

Judge Peter Fenn said Pavitt, 
who had pleaded guilty to two 
offences of failing to notify a 
change of circumstances, had 
deliberately deceived by 
claiming the benefits. 

He was sentenced to six 
months in jail suspended for 
18 months, made the subject 
of a 7pm-7am curfew for three 
months and told to attend an 
education training and 
employment course for 25 
days. He was also to pay £500 
in costs.

Labour routed in

JUBILANT Conservatives 
in Harlow are celebrating a 
clean sweep after the party 
won all of the town’s seats on 
Essex County Council.

Will Harlow Tories ignore 
party's planning policy? 


SIR, It is disappointing 
that Conservative- led 
Harlow Council has 
supported the judicial 
review decision on the 
East of England Plan and 
continues to argue for the 
imposition of regional 
housing growth targets 
on Harlow and the 
surrounding districts. 

I recognise that the 
council has long argued 
for significant growth, 
but recently David 
Cameron has made it 
very clear at his 
Cameron Direct meetings 
that should the 
Conservatives win the 
next election he will “roll 
up the regional spatial 
strategies and put them 
in the bin”. 

He announced in 
February that an 
incoming Conservative 
government would 
abolish regional 


planning, revoke all 
regional spatial strategies 
(including regional 
building targets) and 
repeal the national 
planning guidance that 
relates to regional 
planning. 

The Conservatives also 
stated they would enable 
councils to revise their 
existing Local 
Development 
Frameworks to take 
account of the abolition 
of regional spatial 
strategies. 

Conservative Party 
chairman Eric Pickles 
has clearly stated that if 
the regional spatial 
strategies have already 
been implemented, they 
will allow councils to 
revise their local plans to 
undo the changes that 
the Regional Spatial 
Strategy forced on them. 
This will allow local 


communities to protect 
their local environment 
and decide for themselves 
the most appropriate 
level of development for 
their area. It will allow 
Harlow Council to 
protect its green wedges 
and East Herts Council 
to protect Green Belt 
north of Harlow. 

Will the Conservative 
councillors on Harlow 
Council and the four 
newly elected 
Conservative county 
councillors for Harlow 
actually stand by 
Conservative policy on 
these matters and the 
national platform on 
which they were elected?

Political system needs 
a complete overhaul 

SIR, For someone anticipating becoming 
an MP, the paucity of ambition 
demonstrated by Robert Halfon for 
reforming our outmoded political system is 
concerning ( Letters , June 4) 

His proposals are, to say the least, 
inadequate to achieve what is needed. A 
priority must be to move to system of 
proportional representation for the whole of 
the United Kingdom and not just in 
Scotland, Wales and Northern Ireland, both 
nationally and locally. 

Parliaments should be for fixed four-year 
terms with set dates for polling. For local 
authorities it should be three set years. 

The House of Lords must be fully elected, 
again by PR and for fixed terms. 

In Parliament, committees should have real 
teeth with members elected, not appointed 
by the whips, and show real independence 
of mind to hold ministers and departments 
to account. 

At present, ministers are drawn only from 
elected MPs and continuously switch jobs. 
We should adopt the system used in 
Sweden, France and the United States where 
ministers and key executives in the 
Government can be drawn from outside 
parliament from business, industry, the 
unions, academia or from other parties - 
experts in their fields, not amateurs picked 
only from party ranks for their loyalty by 
the Prime Minister's patronage and 
beholden to him. 

Antiquated traditions, procedures and 
manners of the House should be replaced by 
procedures and systems suitable for 
managing an organisation capable of 
dealing with the compexities of government 
in the 21st century 

The traditions of party politics so loved by 
politicians and disliked by the voters have 
no place in our time. And our politicians 
must take the political agenda back from the 
press and media. Stand up against a media 
obsessed by trivia and personal fraility with 
neither the capability or interest in debating 
real issues. 

It is surely a disgrace to our long tradition 
of democracy that what we have seen over 
the past 20 years is trial by media and mob 
rule. Without drastic change to the ethos 
and practices of the British political system, 
many of us unaligned voters have little or no 
incentive to participate in balloting.

In-patient unit relies 
on sponsorship cash 



THE importance of the Midnight 
Walk in raising money for St 
Clare Hospice has been under¬ 
lined this week by in-patient unit 
manager Alison Kempthome. 

“We are running at capacity as 
an in-patient unit and seeing a 
range of patients each with very 
different needs,” said Alison, pic¬ 
tured above. 

“Most people think that if 
someone is admitted to the hos¬ 
pice they will die there but that 
isn’t always the case. Last year 
around 50 per cent of patients who 
came to stay here returned home 
after a matter of days, having been 
assessed and received the special¬ 
ist symptom management we pro¬ 
vide. 

“Half of our in-patients will 
choose to spend their last days 
here but they do so because they 
know they will be safe and have 
the support they need, when they 
need it most.” 

The in-patient unit at St Clare 
only has eight bedrooms but last 


year the unit cared for over 180 
people from the local area. 

“We not only care for the 
patients that come to us but also 
their friends and families, so in 
actual fact you could say we sup¬ 
ported two or three times that 
number last year,” said Alison. 

“Our work is continually evolv¬ 
ing and as we see younger patients 
they have very different needs to 
perhaps much older patients. Our 
multi-disciplinary team made up 
of specialist doctors, nurses, coun¬ 
sellors and chaplains work togeth¬ 
er to assist all those involved at 
what is a difficult time. 

“The in-patient unit is a bright 
place where sad things do happen 
but we do have laughs and smiles 
and pride ourselves in being able 
to help patients live the life they 
have left. 

“We can only do this with sup¬ 
port and sponsorship, as our serv¬ 
ices cost £2.5m to run each and 
every year.”

Ansuman will stay in a dark 
and dusty old storage room 
with nothing but pipes and 
shelves running along the 
walls and a simple kitchen 
and bathroom downstairs. 
He will have no contact with 
the outside world other than 
through an internet blog on 
which he will post 
messages every day. 
Amazingly, it will not be the 
first time Ansuman has lived 
in complete isolation. Back 
in 2002 he spent a weekend 
holed up in a cave in 
Staffordshire. 

His stay in the museum 


may sound like 
great fun to some 
but it also has an 
important aim. Each 
day he will look at a 
different exhibit from the 
museum's vast collection 
and try to piece together 
the story behind it. 

Who knows - they 
may even come 
alive!

LAST HOUSE ON THE LEFT 
certificate 18 1h 50m 


BACK in 1972, unknown writer-director 
Wes Craven shocked audiences with his 
grisly rape revenge thriller The Last 
House On The Left. 

Very much a product of its era, the film tackled 
controversial subject matter on a miniscule budget 
and reflected the prevailing anti-authoritarian 
mood in a country bitterly divided over Vietnam. 

If audiences were stunned by Craven's vision, the 
censors were horrified. The film was banned in 
the UK for many years and only became available 
on video in its uncut form last year 
For Craven it sparked a glorious and highly- 
lucrative career which has since brought us the 
delights of such seminal classic as The Hills Have 
Eyes, A Nightmare On Elm Street and Scream. 

The 21st-century remake of Craven’s debut is, 
however, a pointless revisit to a landmark in 
modern cinema, spruced up with impressive 
make-up and special effects as two parents 
declare war on the thugs who brutalise their 
daughter. 


Mari Collingwood (Sara Paxton) and her friend 
Paige (Martha Maclsaac) flirt with shy teenager 
Justin (Spencer Treat Clark), who promises the 
girls a share of his drugs stash if they follow him 
back to his motel. But the chilled-out mood is 
shattered when the friends are attacked by Justin’s 
father and his cohorts. 

Paige is stabbed to death and Mari is raped and 
her body left floating in the river. But she 
manages to paddle home to her parents John 
(Tony Goldwyn) and Emma (Monica Potter) in the 
middle of a storm. John, who is a doctor, hurriedly 
stabilises his daughter's condition but then realises 
the people sheltering in the guesthouse are those 
responsible for the attack on his daughter. 

Fake blood runs all over this remake and the rape 
sequence is especially harrowing, justifying the 18 
certificate for its brutality. 

It is possibly the only point in the film where the 
director Dennis Illiadis and his screenwriters, 

Adam Alleca and Carl Ellsworth, exercise restraint. 
Performances run the gamut of pain, fear and 
rage without any tangible depth, while Iliadis 
chooses to bleach the colour palette to accentuate 
the cold emotions of the characters. 

He pulls no punches as Mari's parents seek their 
revenge, but the main culprit’s horrific fate is total 
overkill.

O NCE upon a time, 

owners of 10-year-old 
bangers had little to 
look forward to beyond 
the occasional, not entirely 
unexpected breakdown fiasco 
and an ever-increasing puddle of 
oil outside their houses. 

Then the Government introduced 
its Vehicle Scrappage Scheme and, 
at a stroke, wrecks that had been 
cluttering driveways throughout 
the land gained a value that 
exceeded their material and 
practical one: consign an old 
clunker to the scrapyard in the 
sky and the Government, 
supported by the manufacturer, 
will give you £2,000 off the price of 
a new car. 

Lots has been written and opined 
about the scrappage scheme. Some 
say it’s good, others are firmly of 
the opinion that it isn’t. What we 
do know is that it’s fired the 
public’s car-buying imagination at 
a time when confidence was low 
and unsold new cars were 
clogging up ports and airfields in 


ever-expanding numbers. 

The final judgement will need to 
be reserved until the dust settles, 
but after some initial hiccups the 
manufacturers are firmly on 
board and upbeat dealerships are 
offering big savings on new cars. 
It looks like a great time to buy, so 
here’s a rundown of what some 
leading brands have got to offer.
